This program micht be titled 
nat 1 GOT STARTED IN HAM RADIO in which each person atten?:.z2 gave a brief 
history of his discovering the hobby, and what his first rig consisted oc. 
Entry into ham radio started for some back in 1911 an* for others as late | 
as 1977. It seems that most of us were introduced to our hobby by other 
hams and in some cases due to school work. Our earliest rigs started wit 
Spark, using the familiar Forf Spark coil as the main generator of RFe 
There was one starting with an Arc trans. made from street lamp carbons. 
On thru 216-A and 205=D DeForest triodes in Hartley, Push-Pull and TNT 
oscillators up to Heathkits.Receivers began with crystalsets, one tube 
bloopers, the famous SW-3 with plug in cotls, and on up to triple con-= 
version superhets. Early antennas were Marcoui's long wires, doublets 
and open wire feeders. The pioneer ham kad much trouble getting tech- 
nical know-how and parts were hard to scrounge up, the Telephone Co. be- 
ing a good supplier as well as the dime store during the 1920's. The 
program was put on by the following: Jim Rinchard,B9PKR, on Dewar, WB- 
9ZOR, Chas.
